15. (currently amended) A method for detecting a cell proliferative disorder 
comprising contacting th e antibody of claim 12 an antibody that binds to growth differentiation 
factor Lefty- 2, or fragments thereof, with a specimen of a subject suspected of having a Lefty-2 
associated disorder and detecting binding of the antibody. 

16. (original) The method of claim 15, wherein the detecting is in vivo. 

17. (original) The method of claim 16, wherein the antibody is detectably labeled. 

18. (original) The method of claim 17, wherein the detectable label is selected from 
the group consisting of a radioisotope, a fluorescent compound, a bioluminescent compound and 
a chemiluminescent compound. 

19. (original) The method of claim 15, wherein the detection is in vivo. 

20. (original) The method of claim 19, wherein the antibody is detectably labeled. 
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21. (original) The method of claim 20, wherein the label is selected from the group 
consisting of a radioisotope, a fluorescent compound, a bioluminescent compound, a 
chemoluminescent compound and an enzyme.

43. (new) A method for detecting growth differentiation factor Lefty-2 in a sample, 
comprising contacting the sample with an antibody that binds Lefty-2, thereby detecting Lefty-2 
in the sample. 

44. (new) The method of claim 43, wherein the detecting is in vivo. 

45. (new) The method of claim 44, wherein the antibody is detectably labeled. 

46. (new) The method of claim 45, wherein the detectable label is selected from the 
group consisting of a radioisotope, a fluorescent compound, a bioluminescent compound and a 
chemiluminescent compound. 

47. (new) The method of claim 43, wherein the detection is in vivo. 

48. (new) The method of claim 47, wherein the antibody is detectably labeled. 

49. (new) The method of claim 48, wherein the label is selected from the group 
consisting of a radioisotope, a fluorescent compound, a bioluminescent compound, a 
chemoluminescent compound and an enzyme. 
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
